The deed goes on to state that the as- 
signment of all the property was decided 
on at a meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the company held Jan. 19,.a resolution 
to that effect having been passed and 
signed by George S. Edgell, President; 
, Gustave C. Meissonier, Vice President and 

|General Manager, and Theodore C. Zeigler, 
Secretary. | 

An affidavit, signed by Vice-President 
Meissonier, accompanied the assignment 
and in it he makes the statement that the 
assets of the Anchor line are worth $98,600. 

There was an attack made upan the credit 
of the line last week, when the Tennessee 
River Packet Co. filed an attachment suit 

| for $3,800 and had the Sheriff levy on. ail 
‘the property in the AncHor Hine store on 
the Levee. 

This suit was brought on a claim for rent 

for two of the Tennessee River boats leased 
to the Anchor Line. The bill was settled 
and the goods released by the Sheriff just 


before the time for the directors’ meting 
| Monday. 

All the officers of the company have in- 

‘eisted that the line was in good condition 
in order. to avoid the bringing of suits 
inst the company and the establishment 
of preferred claims which would complicate 
‘matters very much, 

The Anchor Line was organized the first 

ear after the war, and it was one of the 

eo or combinations started in the 

Jest. 

-Prior to that time there were short steam- 
' boat lines running between St. Louis and 

Cairo; Cairo and Memphis; Memphis and 
Vicksburg: Vicksburg and Natchez, and 
Natchez and New Orleans. 

These short lines were all taken into the 
‘Anchor Line Co. The small boe*s unsuit- 
|able for the ¢rade were condemn.i, laid up 
‘or sold and new boats were built. 

Two lines were started—one betweén St. 
‘Louis and Memphis and the other between 

t. Louls and New Orleans, At the various 
towns along the Mississippi River freight 
elevators were built, @nd the controlling 
interest in these elevators was held by the 
Anchor Line or people interested in it. 

Between 1866 and 1880 the Anchor Line 
practically controlled the waterway be- 
tween St. Louls and Memphis and New 
‘Orleans. But then the Mississippi Valley 
Transportation Co. of St, Louls was or- 
| ganized. This line, with its powerful stern- 
, Wheel towboats and its grain barges, cut 
‘Into the Anchor Line, Southbound grain 
was taken away from the Anchor Line and 
went to the barge line. Northbound cotton, 
cotton seed meal, fertilizers afid sugar 
from New Orleans went to the Mississippi 
Valley ine and not to the Anchor Line.

HIS SLAYER H&S ESCAPED. 


The Two Men Had Numerous Quarrels 
Since Saturday and This 
Shooting Was the 
Sequel 


A row, which began Sunday in Alex 
Smith's saloon at 1626 Franklin avenue and 
was continued Monday afternoon in Pol- 
lacks liquor store, northeast corner of 
Franklin avenue and “Fifteenth | street, 
wound up in a murder Tuesday morning in 
Ernest Besteg saloon, 1636 Franklin avenue, 

Ed Dillard shot Ed Toomey and killed 
him instantly. Dillard then walked coolly 
to the front door and escaped. 

The half dozen witnesses to the murder 
quietly dispersed, and Beste sent word to

a policeman to have the body of the dead 
man removed from where it had dropped 
in the sawdiist in: front of the bar. 

Toomey entered the saloon at 9:% o’clock 
to buy a package of cigarettes. He laid 
5 cents on the bar and waited for Beste to 
come from the rear of the saloon to serve 
him. 

Dillard wag seated with his companion at 
a table near the stove, about twelve feet 
from where Toomey was standing. The men 
were reading newspapers. Dillard glanced 
over the top of his paper and when he saw 
that the man at the bar was Toomey he 
tossed the paper aside, jerked a revolver 
from his pocket and fired. One shot did the 


business. 
Toomey fell like a sack of flour, The bul- 


let entered his head just back of his right 
ear. and he died without speaking a word. 

The Police Department sent out a general 
alarm, notifying all officers to be on the 
lookout for Dillard. The fugitive murderer 
is described im the police report as 28 years 
old, 5 feet 8 inches in height. weight 180 

ounds and dressed in dark clothes, witha 

rown Fedora hat. 

Ernst Beste, the man who knows as much 
regarding the killing and the causes Jead- 
ing up to it as the murderer, professed ut- 
ter ignorance of the matter to the newspa- 
per reporters when they questioned him half 
an hour after the tragedy. 

When the newspaper men sought and 
found information elsewhere and asked 
Beste for corroboration, he reluctantly veri- 
fled the story, seeking to protect his own 
establishment. 

Dillard was a bartender for Beste unt'l 
three months ago. Afier he lost hig posi- 
tion he has done little else than) hang 
around the neighborhood and drink when- 
ever the can was passed or liquor jset in 
front of him. 

Sunday afternoon Dillard and three of his 
cronies went into Alex Smith’s saloon, a 
few doors from Beste’'s place, and started a 
fight, in which George Cunningham, the 
bartender, was roughly used. 

Ed Toomey was Cunningham's friend and 
was in the saloon at the time of the row. 
He assisted Cunningham, and received seav- 
eral hard blows. After the row quieted 
down, Cunningham happened to lay some 
mney on the back bar, a $10 bill in the 
pile.

WALKED MORE THAN A MILE! 


An Attempt to Collect Money From a 
Man Who Said He Couldn’t Pay 
Results Badly for the 
Creditor, 


Old Austin Moran was shot and probably 
fatally injured at 10:30 o’clock Tuesday 
morning by Cormac Cosgrove, a saloon and 
grocery keeper at Oak Hill and Juniata 
avenues. 

Cosgrove shot but once, the bal! lodging 
in Moran’s stomach. Moran then walked 
out of the saloon and disappeared as com- 
pletely as if he had evaporated into air. 

Moran walked more than a mile after 
being wounded, stopping finally at the sa- 
loon of J. P. O'Neill, his niece’s husband, 
at Arsenal street and Macklind avenue. 


Dr. Felix Garcia was called in and found 
that the bullet struck a rib, glanced around 
it and entered the abdomen. Laparotomy 
Was performed and Moran has a slight 
chance ta recover, The physician regarded 
it as marvelous that a man could walk 
so far after being wounded as Moran was. 

The polica were not able to trace his 
movements, and feared Moran, overestimat- 
ing ‘his strength, tried to find a physician, 
and wandered into some strange locality 
and died without attention. 

The shooting was the result of a quarrel 
about money matters. Mrs. Coegrove’s 
story is that her husband has owed Moran 
$100 borrowed money for five years. Tues- 
day morning Moran called to collect a part 
of the money, and Cosgrove declared he 
was unable to pay a cent. 

‘Mrs. Cosgrove is a niece of (Moran. 

Moran, Mrs. Cosgrove says, was armed 
with a long knife and a revolver and he 
declared he’d have the money or Cosgrove’s 
life. The two men exchanged threatening 
words and Moran started towards Cos- 
grove... Phe saloon and grocery ‘# a small 
establishment and at mo time during the 
quarrel were the men more than five feet 
from each other. 

As Moran started towards Cosgrove the 
grocer backed off and drawing his own re- 
volver fired at his elderly antagonist, Mo- 
ran turned and staggered out the door. 

He threw up his hands and screamed 
when he was on the sidewalk 

To William Hague, an old man who was 
in the grocery and witnessed the shooting, 
Moran said he was going to the City In- 
sane Asylum, which is in the vicinity, to 
have his injuries attended to. Hague gays 
Moran declared he knew one of the asylum 
doctors and preferred oing there rather 
than to the City Hospital, 

An ambulance, which had been called from 
the South Side Dispensary, was sent back 
without an occupant as the driver reported 
he could get no trace of the wounded man. 

The police went to-the asylum, but no 
tidings of Moran cowd be learned there. 
No maffhad applied there to have a wound 
dressed, said the asylum authorities. 

Cosgrove turnéd the store over to his 
wife and went out to hunt a policeman and 
give himself up. He ts now held a pris- 
oner at the Mounted Precinct awalting the 
result of the search for Moran. :

They Deny That a Trust Is Even Con- 
templated. 


The Northwestern Cider and Cider Vine- 
gar Manufacturers’ Association met at noon 
Tuesday at the Lindell Hotel. 

President F. C. Johnson of Kishwaukee, 
Ill., was in the chair. The other officers in 


attendance were C. C. Bell of Boonville. 
Mo., first vice-president E. L. Prussing of 
Chicago, second vice-president; George Mil- 
tenberger of St. Louls, secretary and treas- 
urer. 

“We will be in session here two days,’’ said 
President Johnson to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday. ‘‘We are in mo trust or 
combination. This ‘s an organization for 
the mutual benefit of the apple grinders and 
the apple growers. We do not talk prices 
or limitation of products at our meetings, 
but simply how to become better acquaint- 
ed. We think more of the apple growers 
than we do of the grinders and our min- 
utes will show it.” 

The president’s address was read Tuesday 
‘moming and J. G. Kinder of the Agricui- 
tural Association made an address for the 
State Agricultural Society. 

After the reports of the officers the fol- 
sted was the order of business for Tues- 

ay: 

Reports of standing com«aittees, etc. 

Reports as to general enforcement of the 
State laws. 

Topic: How can the price of pure cider 
vinegar be maintained so as to give the 
manufacturers a fair profit on their invest- 
ment and for their labor? 

Topic: How can we detect the adultera- 
tion of cider vinegar with white wine vine- 
gar’ 

Topic: Effect of the large apple crops on 
quality and quantity of cider manufactured. 

Topic: Waste in the manufacture of 
cider and cider vinegar.

Topic: How can we best advance 
interests of our organization? 

Wednesday the order is as follows: Un- 
finished business, election of officers for the 
coming year, appointment of standing com- 
mittees, final resolutions, adjournment.

NO AUTOPSY ON STEWART, 


This May Prevent Punishment of the 
Robber Assailants. 


the 


If the footpads who assaulted and fatal- 
ly injured William 8S. Stewart of 5376 Ver- 
non avenue, Dec. 4, 1897, are ever arrested 
there is little probability of them ever) be- 
ing) punished for the crime. No autopsy 
was made on Stewart’s body and the cause 
of death is not officially registered by the 
Coroner. 

Although Drs. R. H. Phelan and J. H. 
Tanquary, who attended the patient, knew 
that Stewart had been assaulted and as- 
cribed his death to congestion of the brain 
caused by the blows inflicted by the high- 
waymen, they failed to notify the Coroner 
of the man’s death and allowed the family 
to ship the body out of the State. 

Dr. Phelan testified at the inquest Tues- 
day that he was called on by Stewart about 
three weeks after he had been held up. He 
found Stewart suffering from injury to the 
brain, caused by the blows he had received. 
He found Stewart’s mental condition, which 
he said wag never very strong, had been 
weakened still further by the assault. He 
treated him at intervals up-to Friday, Jan. 
7, at which time Dr. Tanquary waa called 
in in his absence to check a profuse nasal 
hemorrkage. 

Dr. Tanquary testified to being called jn 
12 hours before Stewart's death, Anding him 
suffering from a severe nasal hemorrhage, 
which in his opinion was caused by the 
suppuration of a blood clot near the fron- 
tal bone, which had formed from the blow 
over the left eye. 

Both physicians testified that the blow 
over the left eye had undoubtedly caused 
blood poisoning and congestion of the brain, 
which was the cause of death. 

J. J. Cross, Stewart's brother-in-law, tes- 
tifled that Stewart had never left the house 
after he had been assaulted, except to go to 
Dr. Phelan’s office on two or three occa- 
sions. 

Coroner Walt, after administering a mild 
rebuke to Mr. Gross for failing to notify 
the Coroner’s office of Stewart’s death be- 
fore shipping the body out of the State, 
gave the case to the jury. A verdict was 
returned to the effect that William 8. Stew- 
art came to his death Jan. 8, 1898, from con- 
gestion of the brain, caused by blows re- 
ceived on Dec. 4, 1897, at the hands of un- 
known parties, who were attempting to 
rob him.

SECURED PRECIOUS STONES THAT

HE HAD A _ CONFEDERATE. 


Vincent Rapp, the Victim, Heard the 
Crash of Glass and Gave Chase 
on Broadway, but With- 
out Success, 


Vincent Rapp, a jewelry dealer at 1718 
South Broadway, has been robbed of $1000 
worth of diamonds. 

When he went back in his store at 8 
o’clock Monday night to close the rear doors 
he noticed two men hanging around the 
front window, where precious stones were 
displayed in neat black velvet cases. 

The men were not suspicious looking. 
They were well-dressed, wore clean stand- 
ing collars, and as they looked through 
from the pavement into the window seemed 
to Mr. Rapp as probable customers. 

One of the men had a small market bask- 
et upon his left arm. There was but one 
package !n the basket. Thedjeweler noticed 
that. It looked like a brick-shaped cheese, 
covered with cheese cloth. 

Rapp had locked and barred the door, and 
was at work on the other. He heard @ 
crash, followed by the sound of breaking 
and falling glass from the front of the 
store. 

The proprietor ran the place 
from where the sound came. He stopped 
at the big jewelry safe, behind the main 
counter, and seized a revolver. With this 
in hand he ran to the front of the store and 
out the main door to the sidewalk. 

He was too jate. A uare away, and out 
ef range of his pistol the jeweler saw _two 
men scampering down Broadway. They 
turned east, towards the river, on Soulard 
street, and Rapp had no chance to fire. 

When he returned to his store the jeweler 
found he had been robbed. The men who 
had looked through his window were expert 
jewelry store thieves. The innocent look- 
ing man wit% ine market basket on his arm 
and the square cheese in it, was not as in- 
necent as he looked, 

When Mr. Rapp was closing his rear 

door this innocent looking man reached his 
hand down into the basket. Instead of 
pulling out what the jeweler had thought 
was a cheesce he drew out a brick, ewathed 
in cloth to deaden the sound. This he hur!l- 
ed through the show window, a few inches 
above where tge diamond tray had been 
laced, 
The man’s partner expected such a move 
as this. As goon as the muffled brick 
erashed through the window the confed- 
erate’s ‘hand went into the hole and to the 
diamond tray. 

When Mr. Rapp took stock of the dia- 
mond tray he found $1,000 worth of jewels 
missing. The thieves got, among other 
things, a valuable diamond sunburst, a 
diamond ring and a diamond locket, In- 
voiced by Mr. Rapp as worth $1,000. 

Only the jeweler’s promptness in geiz- 
ing a pistol and rushing to the front of the 
store prevented the thieves cleaning out 
the tray of diamonds, worth in all $8,000.

Simon Lyon of 1623 Wash street is al- 
most sure that Bassi was implicated with 
Arno in swindling him out of $280 last 
March, but in order to make sure he prom- 
ised to bring to the Four Courts a friend 
who could identify the men positively. Up 
to noon Mr. Lyon had not called. 

Mrs. Edw Heyd, who lost $4,000 eight 
years a to the swindlers, was a visitor 
to the Four Courts Tuesday. The five pris- 
oners were lined up before her and she ex- 
amined them closely. She said she was al- 
most sure that Raux was one of the men 
who got her money, but, owing to the 
length of time that had elapsed since the 
- agematana, she said she could not be posi- 

ve. 

Enrico Bassanti, one of the men arrested 
here several years ago on suspicion of hav- 
ing a hand in the Heyd swindle, is now 
serving a term in the Ohio Penitentiary, 
having been sent to Cincinnati from here, 
where he was identified for a similar trans. 
action and convicted.

HE SWEARS OUT A WARRANT. 


Makes Information That She Is a 
Slanderer and Asks That She 
Be Punished—Both Sides 


of the Story, ak 


“Certainly I believe im mind-readers,” 
says Mrs. ‘Minnie Phillips, a dressmaker at 
717 North Leffingwell avenue, “especially 
when they can tell me everything without 
my saying a word to give them a clew.”’ 

Mrs, Phillips consulted a well-known mind- 
reader at 5137 Vernon avenue, about the loss 
of her diarnonds, and the medium described 
the thief so that her description tallied, in 
Mrs. Phillips tmagination, with a man who 
was in her company when the robbery was 
discovered. 

Straightway she proceeded down town to 
Sixth and Locust street, ani charged A. 
Albrecht, a shoe dealer, with having stolen 
her diamonds. There was a scene, of 
course. Mr. Albrecht has been in business 
near that corner for 18 years, and stands 
first-class in the commercial world, being 
worth peremy $50,000. 

Mrs, Phillips is a tall, handsome woman, 
w:.th dyed blonde hair and gray eyes. She 
tells a rather extraordinary story. 

‘‘In December,” she says, “I was rooming 
with Mr. and Mrs. Eli Kobinson, 2840 Dick- 
son street. There, on Christmas Day, I was 
introduced to their friend, Mr, Albrecht, 
who had called upon them. I met him 
again New Year’s Day in the evening. We 
chatted awhile ‘im the dining-room and Mr. 
Albrecht went out of the house on two dif- 
ferent occasions. Once, on returning, he 
remained in the hallway about ten minutes 
directly by my door. 

“Presently Mrs. Robinson 
window to close the blinds. She leaned far 
out and then said to me quickly: ‘Mrs. 
Phillips, did you leave your window up?’ 
I said I did not, and at once ran to my 
room, My six valuable diamonds and a 
gold watch, which had been lying on the 
dresser, were gone, I reported my loss at 
once, and Albrecht went with me to the 
Dayton Street Police Station. 

““Last Saturday I consulted a mind 
reader, out on Vernon avenue. @he told 
me all about the robbery of my diamonds 
and described Aibrecht as the man who had 
them in his safe in his shoe getore. I went 
down Monday evening, and charged him 
with it and demanded that he open his safe 
and let me investigate. He refused.’”’ 

Mr, Albrecht takes the matter greatly to 
heart and is frank in his statements. He 
says: 

‘“‘Mr. Robinson has been a friend of mine 
for years. I called upon thim and his wife 
Christmas day. I was introduced to Mrs, 
Phillips in a casual ways she occupying a 
room in the house, 

“I spent the entire afternoon of New 
Year’s at Robinson’s. About 6:30 o’clock 
Mrs. Phillips came in and after some con- 
versation a game of Chinee poker was sug- 
gested, with 24-cent Mmit. Mrs. Phillips 
laughingly said she would play if there 
were no money init. Then Robinson and I 
left the house and going to @ saloon we had 
a drink and a cigar. On our return I told 
Robinson to tell the family I had got mad 
and gone home. So 1 stopped in the hall- 
way to remove my overshoes while he car- 
ried out the joke, adding that I was mad 
because Mrs. Phillips refused to play cards, 
I heard her protesting she intended to play 
and then I stepped tn. 

“Then we played cards for about fiften 
minutes and Mrs. Robinson got up to close 
the blinds and I heard her ask Mrs. Phil- 
lips whether she had left her window up. 
Mrs. Phillips went to her own room, but re- 
turned quickly and said her diamonds and 
watch were gone. We deplored the loss, of 
course, and I suggested we report the mat- 
ter at once to the police. obinson was 
only clad for lounging, while I was fully 
dressed and so went with Mrs. Phillips to 
the police station. There she told her story 
and the police said they would send an of- 
ficer to the house. 

“On our way back I warned her that she 
must tell mtg, fags that she knew, even 
to who were her friends and who might 
have another key to her room, 

“T learned a Mr. Phillips had been — 
ing a key to her room, but he was then in 
Kansas City,” she said, 

‘Last Wednesday I was passing by her 
new place of business on Leffingwell ave- 
nue and as she was at the door I asked if 
she had any news of her diamonds. She 
said she had none. I asked if she had heard 
from Phillips and just then a young man 
walked in and went back to her living 
apartments. She said that was Phillips, 
and he had just got back from Kansas 
City. 

“Monday evening I was standing in my 
store door and saw Mrs. Phillips et the 
corner, talking with a police officer. I sup- 
posed she had some trace of her diamonds 
and so walked out and asked her about it. 
To my astonishment the woman said: ‘You 
are the thief; you stole my diamonds and 
I am going to have you arrested.’

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THE SPORTSMAN’S PARK AND 
| CLUB HOLDS ITS ANNUAL 
SESSION YESTERDAY. 


VONDY AND MUCK WERE THERE. 


Something About the First Meeting 
Ever Held by This Organization, 
Bighteen Years Ago. 


The Sportsman’s Park and Club, the or- 
ganization in control of the St. Louis 
Browns, held its annual meeting last night. 


The only persons present were Von der 
Ahe, J. W. Peckington ‘and Secretary 
Muckenfuss, 


The meeting was a sad affair, inasmuch 
as it will in all probability be the last of 
its kind Vondy will ever attend, 


The first meeting of this organization, 
the one at which it was formed, was held 
Feb. 16, 1880, in a room in Mr. Von der 
Ahe’s residence, at the corner of St. Louis 
and Grand avenues, 


At that meeting there were present Chris 
Von der Ahe, W. W. Judy, J. T. Farrell, 
W. F. Nolker, Bd Goodfellow and A. H. 
Spink. 


That meeting, held 18 years ago, ushered 
Mr. Von der Ahe into the base ball world 
and the meeting of yesterday was prob- 
poly the last of its kind he will ever at- 
tend, 


Mr. Von der Ahe may be said to have 
grown gray in the base ball business. Ha 
was born in Westphalia Provinoe, Prussia, 
in 1846, and is therefore now in his 52d year. 
He came to this country when but 17 years 
of age. H6é was a poor boy then, He re- 
mained in New York for just six weeks, 
and then came on to St. Louis where he se- 
cured employment as a clerk in @ grocery 
store. By dint of hard work he was in 18v5 
able to set up his own establishment. 
Success attended his efforts from the start, 
and as he prospéred he invested his surpius 
in real estate, soon becoming possessed otf 
considerable realty... In 1872 he bought th. 
roperty at the northwest corner of St. 

puis and Grand avenues. That locality in 
the Mound City was then a little more than 
a wilderness, but Mr. Von der Ahe’s far- 
seeing eye saw that it was destined to be 
one of the best residence and business 
corners of thecity, as has since been proven 
The property increased in value so quickly 
that five years after its purchase Mr. Von 
der Ahe found himself a rich man. Pros- 
ering in business he branched out into poll- 
ioe and for several years he was Chairman 
of the Eighth Congressional District Com- 
mittee, which year after year sent the 
Hon. John J. O’Neill to re present its inter- 
ests in Congress. When the national game 
was at a@ low ebb in St. Louis, the Louls- 
ville flasco having killed all interest, Mr. 
Von der Ahe in 1880 revived it by the organ- 
ization of a local team which was called the 
Grand Avenues. The following year he 
organized the famous St. Louis Browns, 
gn ithey played that season on the co-onera- 
five plan. In 1881 he and Congressman 
O'Neill. after a trip through the Past, 
Phillips, Barnie and others organized 
tha American Association. Hie is there- 
fore the real father of that body, and 
stood by {it through all its ups and downs. 
In the first year of his career as the presi- 
dent of the professional club, Mr. \ on det 
Ahe secured the services of Charles ¢ omis- 
key, without exception’ the most brilllant 
menager-ecaptdin in America. 

Surely the league was never so well off 
in fine players as it is at present, eh tet 
years ago outfielders like Welch, Jonns On 
and Fogarty were considered wonders. 
They were wonders, to be sure, but by 
considered all the more so in the r day, at 
cause there were so few like them. Vo~' ay 
there are a dozen, as this list will show: 
Keeler, Donovan, Delehanty, Elmer Smith, 
Dufty, Griffin, Kelly, Hamilton, Lange, Mi - 
Aleer. Burkett, Brodie, Hoy, Stahl, Van 
Haltren, Cooley and Stenzel. All of these 
men may not cover the ground or be as 
good judges of fiy-balle as the three men- 
tioned, but nearly all of them are fully as 
valuable.

“Tt takeit that euch companies would have 
no standing further than is contained in 
their charters. They would have no mu- 
nicipal rights.” 

‘How many franchises has the board 
granted since the Julian law was passed?” 

“Very few. The most important I can 
recall is the Imperial and Phoenix Electric 
light companies, and the Kinloch Tele- 
phone Copo., unless it is held that al] the 
companies having conduit space have new 
franchises. On that point I think it will 
be found that where a corporation had ex- 


_isting franch'ises.and was compelled by the 


city’s flat to adopt another method of con- 
ducting business, that the method of the 


‘city being compulsory, compliance with it 


carried the right to exist under the new 
method. 

“A knotty question will arise over the 
word ‘extensions,’ for most of the recent 
franchises are claimed to have been ac- 
quired from the old charters and_ rights 
gained prior to the Julian law. ‘This is the 
case of the Manchester Street Railway, now 
owned by the Suburban company, and the 
fame as to the Kirkwood road controlled 
by the Lindell system. That is a question 
for the lawyers and courts.”’ i 

“If the courts say the Julian law must 


. be enforced what course will the board pur- 


fue in regard to the conduits and other 
franchises of recent ‘date?’ , 

‘That is a great big hill which we will 
climb when we get to it.’’ 

When the Julian law was passed ft struck 
consternation among the St. Louis cor- 
porations, and they hastened to get an 
opinion from City Counselor Marshall as to 
dts const!tutionality. 

Franklin Ferriss was then chairman of 
the Council Committee on Jatlroads and 
he asked Mr. Marshall for an opinion, The 
opinion was sent to the Council June 7, 
1895, and held that the law was uncon- 
Stitutional, especially in so far as it re- 
lated to street railways. The contention 
Was that the Legislature had no a to 
prescribe rules for a city granting such 
franchises. 

Following Mr. Marshall's opinion Henry 
Hitcheock, attorney for the Bell Telephone 
Cempany, gave an opinion concurring in 
(Mr. Marshall's views and supported it by a 
Supreme Court decision in a Kansas City 
case.

Amassed a Fortune With Cards and 
Invested in Real 
Estate. 


The queen of St. 
was buried Tuesday. 

Every noted soothsayer, seer and mate 
rializer in St. Louis followed her earthly 
tenement to the grave. 

The funeral ceremony in itself was ortho- 
dox, with no note that might reflect the 
dead woman's lifelong belief in the spirit 
life beyond the narrow confines of the 
grave. 

But the minds of most of those who 
gathered around the coffin were not on the 
simple phrasing of the Baptist service To 


them Mrs. Martha Jane Marsden was not 
dead. They looked forward to the time 
ab oe they would commune with her in the 
spirit. 

Staid and stanch believers in the Baptist 
faith rubbed elbows with persons from 
whose tenets they would shrink under 
other circumstances. 

Mrs. Marsden died alone. She was rich, 
but her wealth did not bring her com- 
panionship. Perhaps she did not want 
it. She had passed her life in. communion 
with what she believed were spirits of her 
friends living and dead. 

Years ago when (Mrs. Marsden was young 
she was the best known fortune teller and 
spinster in St. Louis. The craft, if such 
it might be called, looked on her as a 
leader. 

She hadbeauty and magnetism, and money 
poured into her coffers.

NO MORE STREET FLOODING. 


Light Sprinklings and Dry Crossings 
Are Promised. 


The Board of Public Improvements has 
arranged to provide for better sprinkling 
of the streets in the future. At Tuesday’s 
meeting it adopted the sprinkling ordinance 
for the coming year. 

To avoid the drenching of the streets 
with a surplus of water, it is provided that 
there be four light sprinklings on week 
days, and three on Sundays. On Sundays 
the first sprinkling must be done before 8 
a. m.; second between 10 a. m. and 1p, ™ 
and the third between 2 p. m. and 6 p. m., 
On week days the first sprinkling must be 
done before 8 a. m.; second between 8 and 
11 a. m.; third between 12 m. and 3 p. m., 
fourth between 3 and 6 p. m. 

To insure a light gsprinklin the Street 
Commissioner is to determine the quantity 
of water to be used at each sprinkling, and 
if the amount is either more or less a fine 
of one cent for every lineal fifty feet of 
Street so improperly sprinkled to be de- 
ducted from the contractor's pay at the 
end of each month, 

To further insure a compliance with the 
specifications each tank must carry § in 
large letters a number showing what 
sprinkling is being done, first, second, third 
or fourth. 

In former years, the epecifications have 
rovided that care’shall be taken at cross- 
ngs. This year’s ordinance requires spect- 
on that crossings shall not be sprink- 
ed.

Denver Merchants Combine 
Against the Newspapers. 


‘TO CUT ADVERTISING RATES. 


FOURTEEN OF THE LARGEST 
STORES ARRAYED AGAINST 
THE DAILY PRESS. 


‘TWENTY PER CENT REDUCTION. 


‘What Is the Demand Made, and Until 
Jt Is Complied With No Ad- 
wertisements Will Ap- 
pear in the Papers. 


DENVER, Colo., Jan. 11.—An extraordl- 
mary contest has started in th's city, with 
@)l the dally papers on one side and fourteen 
of the largest dry goods and clothing de- 
‘partment stores on the other. No advertise- 
ment of any of these firms appeared in to- 
\day’s papers, and formal notice has been 
given that none wiil appear until] the pa- 
pers accede to the demands of the mer- 
chants. Last week the business managers 
of the dailies were informed that the depart- 
inent estore combination had arbitrarily de- 
cided that advertising rates must be reduced 
about 2 per cent. The firms declined to en- 
ter into discussion of the justice of the de- 
mand, simply stating that they had given 
their ultimatum. 

They control about §& per cent of the reg- 
ular city advert sing and believed that the 
Papers must submit to their dictation, not- 
withstanding that advertising rates in Den- 
ver are lower than in any other city of the 
fame size in the country. The newspapers 
replied that concess on to the autocratic 
order was not only impossible for business 
reasons, but would destroy the independence 
of the press. If the department stores could 
fix rates arbitrarily at their pleasure they 
could likewise dictate in all matters of po'- 
fey and the papers would become mere hand 
dills, without ‘nfluence or self-respect. 

The first result of the contest {s the pas- 
eage of a resolution by the Trades Assem- 
bly, calling on the City Council to impose 
a heavy license on department stores and 
warning all members of tlabor unions 
against them. The smaller merchants are 
taking advantage of the opportunity to in- 
crease thelr advertising, 

In Denver, as in other cittes, department 
stores have been crushing the smaller stores 
and the latter are exceedingly giad of the 
chance to cut into the business of their 
larger rivals. The firms which are tryin 
the novel and dangerous experiment o 
doing buainess without advertising are: 
Schradsky Clothing Co., Cordes & Feld- 
hauser Carpet Co.; The Monass Fair Co.,

WILL SHUN THE KLONDIKE. 


They Think Mining in American Ter- 
ritory Will Pay Them Better and 
Will Follow Copper River. 


A party of Southern IlMnoisans passed 
through St, Louis Monday night, en route 
to the Alaska gold flelds. The party was 
neaded by Charles H. Sundmacher of Mur- 
physboro, Isaac Dillinger of Carbondale and 
W, H. Slimpert of New Grand Chain. They 
represent a number of other Egyptians, who 
have organized the Colorado, Alaska & 
Klondike Gold Mining Co., with a capital 
of $200,000. 

Mr. Sundmacher Is the attorney who was 
arrested at Union Station one day last week 
and taken back to Murphysboro to answer 
the charge of forgery. His offense consisted 
in putting the filing mark on papers ina 
suit he filed in the Murphysboro court and 
using the Circuit Court clerk's rubber stamp. 
He returned to Murphysboro; was at once 
acquitted, and the persons who brought the 
‘suit printed an abject apology in the Mur- 

hvehors newspapers to save a damage guit. 

hen Mr. Sundmacher again publicly an- 
nounced his intention of starting for Alaska. 

Mr. Sundmacher is 40 years old and is 
much experienced in mining matters. The 
company he represents has valuabie min- 
ing interests at Cripple Creek, Colo., and 
they intend operating largely in Alaska, 

“T have not become imbued with the 
Klondike fever,” said Mr. Sundmacher to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “I think there Is 
more gold on the American side than there 
is in the British territory, and it is a thou- 
eand times easier to get at. lam going to 
the Copper River district. I have been all 
over that territory and know a good 
about it. I was there twenty years ago and 
worked in the mines and know by experi- 
ence of their productiveness, 

‘‘We will make our headquarters at Orca, 
500 miles west of Sitka, and 400 miles south 
of the Klondike. The climate there is mild. 
It is no colder at Orea than it fs in St, 
Louis. Then there is plenty of water, the 
average rainfall per year bein 90 inches, 
largely in excess of the rainfall here. The 
mines on the Copper River can be worked 
all the year round, and it is no trouble to 
get provisions and supplies to our head- 
quarters, 

“Another advantage in the Copper River 
region is that we have no royalties to pay 
the British Government. All we dig is our 
own.

Protest Being Framed in This City Against the Haul- 
ing Down of Old Glory by the Mexican Marines.

But 
the Democrata crew did more. They took 
the three Americans who hung Old Glory 
out on the breeze as prisoners to the Mex- 
ican post of Acapulco, 800 miles almost 
due east. They came within a hair’s breath 
of locking the three men in Fort D‘ago. 

Not until the hauling down of the flag 
on Clipperton Island was it known to any 
but the elect that such an island as Clip- 
peer existed. Not until yesterday did any 

ut the elect know St. Louis had a pe- 
cematy interest in the flag hauling Incl- 

ent. 

Stick a pin in the Pacific Ocean 1,800 miles 
south of n Francisco and 800 miles west 
of the Isthmus of Panama, and you punce- 
ture the roof of the Oceanic Phosphate 
Company’s big warehouse, on Clipperton 
Island. The island is on none but maps 
used by ship’s captains and by government 
offices. 

The Oceanic Phosphate Company knows 
how it came by the island, but James BP. 
Blythe of 318 Commercial Building, the 
company’s 8t. Louis agent, says the com- 
pany hasn’t told him. 

Mr. Blythe is a secreteive man. He does 
not intend that his clients shall be able 
to gay of him that he talks too much. He 
will not mention the name of any man con- 
nected with the Oceanic Phosphate Com- 


pany,

“Clipperton Island could be made an ideal 
naval and coaling station,’’ Mr. Blythe says, 
Prem et op, any canal that might be cut 
through the Isthmus of Panama, and also 
the trade of the Sandwich Islands. It is 
now the property of the Oceanic Phospate 
Co. of San Francisco, This company keeps 
a little garrison of from eight to ten men 
on the island all the time. It is estimated 
that there are 1,000,000 tons of high grade 
guano on the island. It fs worth $16 a ton.’”’ 

The Oceanic Phosphate Co. has been in 
peaceable possession of the island two 
years. The cone has erected buildings, 
emg them a storehouse, workmen’s quar- 
ters, loading cranes and a superintendent's 
house. 

Two palm trees are the only vegetation on 
the island. An iron boot sunk at the corner 
of the warehouse is used asa cistern. Land 
crabs eat the birds’ eggs at night, but still

The guano so far shipped has been sold 
to Hawaiian sugar planters. This fact has

SPRING OUTPUT OF GOLD. 


Alexander McDonald and Others Esti- 
mate the Amount at From $15,- 
000,000 to $25,000,000, 


SEATTLE, Jan. 11.—The steamer City of 
Topeka, from Juneau, Alaska, had among 
her passengers nine men who left Dawson 
City Dec. 9. They were W. J. Jones, Port 
Townsend, Wash.; M. D. Stewart, Juneau, 
Alaska; A. A. Soldier, Nova Scotia: F. C. 
Arnold, Gan Franc'sco; W. G. Stenger, 
Colville, Wash.; Harry Miller, Colville, 
Wash.; J. Cordroy, Denver; George Ander- 
son, Tacoma, and Robert Johnson, Tacoma. 

They. were twenty-four days in coming 
from Dawson to the coast. Their journey 
was unattended by special incident. The 
coldest weather recorded was 18 below zero. 
The party brought out with them $0,000 In 


gold dust and drafts. Dog teams were 
used in making the trip. 

The party brings no new features in refer- 
ence to the food situation at Dawson. They 
all agreed that food is scarce, but that 
there is no danger of etarvation. If a large 
number of persons had not gone down the 
river to Fort Yukon and Circle City, to 
spend the winter, a different tale would 
have to be told. F. ¢. Arnold eaid there is 
no danger of starvation. Of course there 
is not food enough, but that was always 
true in the Yukon and always will De. 
There is a big warehouse of beef at Daw- 
eon. Next winter will be far worse than 
ae because there will be many more people 
there. 

In reference to the proposed Government 
relief expedition all agree that while it is 
not needed to avert actual want it would 
be welcomed nevertheless. 

W. J. Jones says: “The output of gold 
in the spring will be from 15 to 2% mil- 
lions. This opinion is concurred in by the 
transportation companies’ managers and 
Alexander McDonald, the richést man in 
the Klondike. Five millions of dust is now 
stored in Dawson, three and a half mil- 
lions of which would have come out this 
fall had the boat reached Dawson.”

The War Between the Two Interests

NEW YORK, Jan 11.—"As the Arbuckle 
Sugar Refinery in Brooklyn approaches 
completion the war of the Sugar Trust 
people upon the coffee trade of the Ar- 
buckles grows hotter.

buckles dispatched an agent to Burope to 
contract for raw sugars and yesterday the 
Woolson Spice Co., the big plant acquired 
by Mr. Havemeyer to carry on the war 
with, reduced the price of roasted coffee 
half a cent a pound. This “cut,”" tke all 
others of the long series that preceded it, 
was promptly met by the Arbuckles. This 
brings the price of roasted coffee at whole- 
sale down to 8% cents a pound, as ainst 
15 cents on Dec. 16, 1896, when the Have- 
meyers acquired the Woolson plant and be- 
gan the fight. The consumer can now buy 
the unprecedented amount of 10 pounds of 
roasted coffee for $1 im almost any part of 
the United States, where formerly he got 
but four pounds. In coffee trade circles it 
was said yesterday that the Arbuckles are 
holding a very large amount of coffee and 
that the “‘cut’’ In price Is a serious business 
for them. On the other hand, it is expect- 
ed that their sugar refinery will be ready to 
start up by May 1, when they may carry 
the war into the enemy's camp.

Charles Stevens a Witness 
Before the Grand Jury. 


HIS TESTIMONY WAS FEARED. 


HE SAW SAM BRESNAHAN KILLED 
AND HE REFUSED TO 
LEAVE TOWN, 


OFFERED MONEY AND CLOTHES. 


Made Drunk and Placed in a Hack to 
Be Taken to East St. Louis, but 
Resisted, Though a Re- 
volver Was Drawn. 


The police have not located the three 
men who are accused of having tried to 
kidnap Charles Stevens to prevent him from 
testifying in a murder tral. 

Only one of them is known by name, but 
Stevens was able to give good descriptions 
of the other two. 

Stevens says he believes the men would 
have gone to almost any length to get him 
out of town. 

He lives at 1432 Collins, and is a frequent 
visitor at “Snake’’ Kinney’s saloon at 1131 
North Third street and other saloons in 
the neighborheod. ‘ ' 

On the night. of Nov. 22 Stevens witnessed 
the killing of James Bresnahan by Edward 


Cummins, a bartender. 

He appeared as a witness against Cum- 
mins in the preliminary hearing before 
Judge Murphy and was considered the 
State’s best witness. Stevens was not 
held. A few days ago he received a sum- 
mons to appear before the grand jury and 
tell what he knew about the Bresnahan 
killing. 

He spoke of the summons 
Kinney’s saloon. 

Monday morning, he says, friends of Cum- 
mins offered him money te leave town. He 
rejected the offers. Monday night he went 
to Ed Gartland’s saloon at Broadway and 
Carr street and met Fred Fritch, a bar- 
tender for ‘“‘Snake’’ Kinney and a good 
friend of Cummins. With Fritch were two 
men. One of them: Stevens did not know 
and the other he knew only as ‘‘Fatty.’’ 

Stevens gays Fritch spent money freely 
for drink. hey had been drinking some 
time when the subject ef Stevens’ grand 
jury summons was broached. One of his 
companions, he can’t remember which, sug- 
gested that Stevens leave town and remain 
away awhile. It was said that if he would 
do this he would be furnished with a new 
suit of clothes and transportation to any 
point. . 

Round after round of drinks were downed 
at Gartland’s. From there the four men 
walked west on Carr street, stopping at all 
of the saloons until they reached Twelfth 
street. There they turned south, going to 
Jim Cronin’s saloon at Twelfth and Walnut 
streets. 

Stevens’ mind is still clouded from the ef- 
fects of Monday night's dissipation, but he 
says he has an indistinct recollection that 
some one in the party telephoned from Cro- 
nin’s for a carriage. When it arrived all 
four piled in and drove toa saloon at Tenth 
and-Pine streets. 

His companions kept talking about the 
Bresnahan case, Stevens says. 

From Cronin’s the party went to “Snake” 
Kinney’s. Then after taking a few drinks 
they got in the carriage again. One of the 
men, so Stevens states, told the driver to 
drive to East St. Louis. Stevens protested, 
until at Fourth and Morgan streets the 
small man, whose name he did not know, 
Pulled a revolver and tried to cover him 
with it. Stevens says he knocked the pistol 
from the man’s hand and jumped from the 
carriage. This is where the police depart- 
ment’s knowledge of the case began. 

Officer Roach, attracted by Stevens’ cries 
for help, ran to Fourth and Lucas avenue. 
He saw a carriage: going south on Fourth 
street and a man running west on Lucas 
avenue. The man was easier to capture so 
Roach arrested Stevens. 

Tuesday Stevens applied for a warrant 
for the men, but its issuance was deferred 
unti] the names of Fritch’s companions are 
learned. 

If Fritch and his comrades had unlawful 
designs they were thwarted for Stevens ap- 
peared before the grand jury Tuesday in re- 
sponse to the summons.

The bad humor that cropped out at Mon- 
day evening’s special session of the City 
Council is only a -foretaste of what is to 
come. The minority, which consists of 
Carroll, Gaus, Hagan, Heckel and Thuner, 
are disgruntled over the defeat of their 
scheme to reorganize the Council by in- 
creasing the membership of the commit- 


with Gaus a strong second. 

The initial skirmish yesterd 
that the minority will play for public ap- 
proval by placing the majority In the po- 
sition of obstructionists to needed legisia- 
tion. 

The minority took advantage of its first 
opportunity when the belt line franchise 
of the Terminal Railroad Association was 
called up as unfinished business. Mr. 
Heckel wanted the bill laid over for a 
week, or a meeting at least, until the 
Council could hear the reasons of Chair- 
man Ives as to why the bill should pass. 

Mr. Carroll thought the ordinance em- 
braced one of the most gigantic franchises 
ever asked of the Assembly. To him it 
looked as if the Terminal Assoctation pro- 
posed to rifin roughshod over everything 
in order to accomplish its greedy purpose, 
and nowhere in the bill was there a hint 
that the city was to receiv@ one dollar of 
compensation for the vast prgvileges asked. 
He wanted the Terminal Company to fur- 
nish the Council with maps of its proposed 
— and all the necessary details concern- 
ng it. 

Mr. Uthoff was willing to accommodate 
Mr. Heckel and moved that the bill lay 
over until the second meeting in February. 

This was Carroll's ogportunity and he 
raked the majority fore and aft over their 

licy of delay, not that he thought the 
Terminal bill ought ever to have been re- 
vived, but as it was before the Council it 
sould be acted on as early as possible and 
gotten out of the way. 

Mr. Horton sarcastically observed that 
he welcomed the awakening conscience 0% 
Mr. Carroll and demanded to know of him, 
as chairman of the Council Committee, why 
he had not made a report on his resolution 
demanding the city’s compliance with the 
Julian law. 

“If you are in earnest,”’ said Mr. Horton, 
‘in dealing with corporations and the al- 
leged franchise rabbera the Julian law 
rigidly enforced fs the quickest way to do 
so. Let us have that report before we 
handle any more franchise bills.” 

Carroll retorted that as the new rules 
abolished the committees of the Council he 
didn’t think Mr. Horton’s resolution would 
even be reported. 

“You had plenty of t'me before the new 
rules were adopted. Why don't you practice 
what you preach?” retorted Mr. Horton. 

Mr. Carroll’s main grievance is understood 
to be the delay of the Committee on Leg- 
islation to report the charter amendments, 
but it is understood that nothing will 
done on that score until Mr. Krats, who is 
a mem of the committee, returns 
the junketing tour which commences next
